ANABTA - Two Palestinians 
were killed and at least two 
wounded by gunfire during 
clashes yesterday between 
troops and crowds of stone- 
throwing protesters in this 

northern West Bank village. 

In Nablus, troops reasserted 
contro] of the city's old quarter 
in a carefully planned overnight 
operation, arresting more than 
20 people and clearing the alleys 
of barricades. The area had been 
the site of heavy rioting over the 
previous two days, when the 
army stayed out and gangs of 
youths controlled the streets. 


when troops opened fire with live 
ammunition. 

News of the shootings set off a 
general wave of protests throughout 
the village. In several locations, 
youths and boys backed by women 
and schoolgirls pelted troops with 
rocks. The soldiers took cover be- 
hind stone terraces, firing tear gas 
and rubber bullets before firing live 
ammunition at the demonstrators’ 
legs. 


Further clashes broke out when 
women converged on the schools to 
take their children home. Nasima 
Abu Leila, 23, was wounded in the 
head by gunfire when she went to 
collect her brother.

Threat to kill Israeli captive 


BEIRUT (Reuter) — The Isiamic Re- 
sistance, a pro-[ranian group, 
threatened yesterday to kill an Israe- 
li it holds captive in Lebanon unless 
Israel stops its cdampdown on Pales- 
tinians in the territories. 

The group stated in February 1986 
that it had captured two Israeli sol- 
diers in South Lebanon. Since then, 
it bas given no information on their 
fate. 

“We announce that an Israeli 
prisoner we hold has now entered the 
danger zone and might face a black 


Jestiny if the criminal Zionists do not 
stop their brutal measures against 
our Moslem people in ocenpied Pal- 
estine,”" said the statement signed by 
the Islamic Resistance. 

The hand-written warning, deliv- 
ered to a Western news agency in 
Beirut, conformed to the usual style 
of the group but was not accompa- 
nied by any proof of authorship. 

The Isiamic Resistance is a coali- 
tion of Mosiem militants, most of 
whom are thought to be members of 
the pro-Iranian Hizbullah.

Bush’s campaign runs into trouble 
over his role in Iran-Contra scandal 


DES MOINES, Iowa (Reuter) -- A 
week before 2 key presidential vote 
in lowa, the state's top newspaper 
said it cannot back Vice President 
George Bush for the Republican 
presidential nomination because of 
the Iran-Contra scandal. 

In a concrete sign that the scandal 
could negatively affect Bush, the 
Des Moines Register said it was 
backing Senate minority leader 
Robert Dole for the Republican 
nomination in large part because of 
reservations about the vice presi- 
dent’s role in the secret U.S. arms 
sales to Iran.

The newspaper 
supporting Paul Simon for the Dem- 
ocratic presidential nomination, 
comparing the affable Illinois sena- 
tor to one of the most beloved 
American leaders, Abraham Lin- 
coln. 


Although Bush has repeatedly 
said he has clarified his role in the 
Iran-Contra affair — the worst scan- 
dal to rock the Reagan administra- 
tion — the Register’s endorsement 
editorial insisted the vice president 
thas not done so. “George Bush is a 
decent man of presidential calibre,” 
the newspaper said, “‘but there are 
too many unanswered questions 
about what, independent of Rea- 


gan, he really believes in, and what 
he would do as president." The Reg- 
ister said it chose to support Dole, 
who hails from the neighbouring 
farm state of Kansas and who polls 
show to have a big lead over Bush 
among Iowa Republicans, because 
“there is less uncertainty about 
him.” 3 

The endorsements from the gen- 
erally liberal Register could tip the 
balance in the contest for support 
from Towa voters in local 
meetings known as caucuses on Feb- 
tuary 8. Although the Register is 
disliked by Iowa Republicans, its 
decision to back Dole may harm 
Bush's hopes of upsetting him there. 

Bush, who has tried to focus at- 
tention on other policy issues. had a 
confrontation with CBS News an- 
chorman Dan Rather Jast week dur- 
ing a live interview on Iran-Contra 
that analysts said could boost the 
vice president's nomination cam- 
paign. But the Register's endorse- 
ments — and some remarks by Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz on 
Sunday — showed that the affair 
continues to dog Bush. 

Shultz, in a TV interview. said 
Bush was barely involved in the Iran 
operation. Shultz also reaffirmed his 
earlier statements that Bush attend- 


ed a critical January 1986 meeting at 
which Shultz and Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger raised strenuous 
objections to the arms deal. 

“He didn’t figure in it as far as I 
could see, really, except for this one 
meeting where my recollection is he 
was present,” Shultz said. 

Bush has said he does not recall 


᾿ such objections and that he may 


have been absent from that part of 
the meeting. He has also said he had 
Teservations about the arms sales 
that he discussesd privately with 


agan. 

The Democratic endorsement 
could give a tremendous boost to 
Simon, who has been locked in a 
tight ‘race with Massachusetts Gov- 
emor Michael Dukakis and Missou- 
ri Congressman Richard Gephardt 
for support in the caucuses. Recent 
polls have shown Gephardt on the 
rise and Simon slipping. 

“Once before in troubled times 
the nation turned to an anpreten- 
tious man from downstate Ilinois,” 
the Register said in an editorial, re- 
ferring to Lincoin. ‘The times are 
Not quite as troubled now, and per- 
haps the man is not as great, but he 
is good, honest and eager to tum the 
energy of government toward long- 
neglected needs,” it said of Simon.

Angola 


A fierce battle was still raging last 
weekend. as a South A frican-led as- 
sault on the smail but stratetic town 
of Cuito Cuanavale in Angola's 
southem province of Cuando Cu- 
bango entered its third week. 

According to sources ‘in Luanda, 
the Angolan capital, and in Pre- 
toria, atleast three South African 
battalions and an estimated 4,000 
soldiers of Unita. the rebel Angolan 
movement, are meeting strong resis- 
tance from a division of Fapla, the 
Angolan armed forces. 

Angolan sources say that the 
South African assault comprises ar- 
Ullery, armoured car and tank units 
and heavy air support. But the 
South Africans have destroyed the 
airfield at Cuito Cuanavale and 
some of Angola's mobile radar sta- 
tions have been put out of action by 
the artillery. 

Meanwhile. South African intelli- 
gence sources were privately ac- 
knowledging that the Angolan Air 
Force of MiG 21s and 23s was still 
strafing their positions, probably 
from the huge airbase at Menongue, 
formerly Serpa Pinto. 


Marxists soften on Cubans 

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — Angola's 
Marxist government has for the first 
time agreed that Cuban troops must 
feave Angolan territory as part of a 
regional peace settlement, the State 


cluding a member of the ruling Potit- 
buro in Havana, had endorsed the 
Angolan stance, which was conveyed 
last week to a top-level U.S. delega- 
ὅρα in Luanda.

Both the U.S. and South Africa 
have insisted on the withdrawal of 
an estimated 40,000 Cuban troops 
from Angola as a condition to South 
Africa’s withdrawal from Namibia. 

Detailed reports of casualties sus- 
tained by either side in the battle for 
Cuito Cuanavale are scant. Both 
sides appear to have suffered sub- 
stantially. Sources in Windhoek, the 
Namibian capital, say hundreds of 
black members of the South Afri- 
can-controlled South West African 
Territory Force have died in Angola 
in recent weeks.

~ 600 academics demand

- More than 600 of the country’s 
top academics, including a former 
president of the Hebrew University 
and an Israel Prize winner, bave 
joined a campaign to end the occu- 
pation of the territories. 

The professors have signed a 
strongly-worded petition expressing 
“deep concern” over Israel's future, 
and they warn that “no solution is 
possible” while it maintains control 
of Gaza and the West Bank. 

Among the signatories are 
Shmuel Eisenstadt. one of the 
world's leading sociologists; former 
Hebrew University president Dan 
Patinkin; sociologist Yona Rosen- 
feld: writers Amos Oz and A.B. Ye- 
boshua; historian Shmuel Ettinger; 
and Israel Prize winning economist 
Menahem Ya’ari. 

The document will be published 
on Friday in several daily newspa- 
pers, and is the curtain raiser to a 


campis campaign including “‘teach- 
ins” in all the country’s universities. 

The petition calls on the govern- 
ment to “re-evaluate” its policy and 
emphasizes the connection between 
escalating violence in the territories 
and the “diplomatic freeze of the 
past 20 years. 


It continues: ‘There is no solution 
to the situation in which Israel is 
caught, as long as the imposed con- 
trol of the Arab population in the 
territories continues.” 

The use of power to enforce law 
and order is a way of ignoring the 
roots of the problem, it continues. 
And it warns that burdening the 
army with the task of policing the 
territories is preventing it from car- 
rying out its main task: the defence 
of the country. 


“We cannot accept that young 
conscripts find themselves trapped 
in a situation in which they have to 
open fire on young people and civil- 


ians because of the unwillingness of 
the government to deal with the 
deep roots of the problem,” say the 
professors. 


They continue: “This situation is 
unnacceptable morally and diplo- 
matically. We call on the govern- 
ment to immediately take steps that 
will lead to diplomatic negotiations, 
before they lose all control of the 
situation.” 

Law professor Mordechai Krem- 
nitzer, one of the organizers of the 
campaign, said that signatures had 
come from all over the country, in- 
cluding the Hebrew University, 
Beersheba University, Haifa Uni- 
versity , Tel Aviv University and the 
‘Weizmann Institute. 

This is “the biggest campaign of 
its kind” ever launched by Israeli 
academics, he said. “Tt results from 
a deep feeling ati 
belief that without political change, 
the situation can only get worse.” 


All of asudden UCLA 
has a topic to discuss

LOS ANGELES - It may not be 
worth the price, but there is one 
thing to be said for the troubles in 
the territories. The confrontations 
have made a slight dent in the layer 
of political lethargy which custom- 
arily envelops most Jewish universi- 
ty students and professors. It has 
given rise to debates that go beyond 
the campus parking problem and the 

fortunes of the basketball team. 

While many still prefer to sit the 
whole thing out, it’s aot for lack of 
opportunity to air their views. For 
instance, this is how the week went 
on the campus of the University of 
California, Los Angeles (UCLA). 

Monday: Mordechai Levy, leader 
of the Jewish Defence Organization 
(JDO), speaks in Meyerhoff Park, 
consecrated to untramelled free 
speech. JDO is an offspring and now 
bitter rival of the Jewish Defence 
League. 

On the Palestinian problem, he 
believes that “peace does not come 
from surrender. If you want peace, 
give them Tel Aviv, give them Jaffa, 
give them all of Israel. But that’s not 
peace, that’s suicide. The bottom 
line is to crush the rioters.”

Strike 


raises 
danger of 
infection

HOLON - Doctors yesterday 
warmed of the possible spread of 
infection among patients if the strike 
by hospital administrative and main- 
tenance employees is not immedi- 
ately called off. ’ 

Visitors to hospitals throughout 
the Greater Tel Aviv area so 
second day of the strike found re- 
fuse piling up, unwashed bedpans 
cluttering utility rooms, and bags of 
soiled laundry blocking corridors. 

Doctors at Wolfson Hospital here 
told The Post that if normal work is 
not immediately resumed, “there 
will be πὸ avoiding harm to the pa- 
tients.” 

One doctor went on: “With peo- 
ple in an already weakened state of 
health exposed to extremely unhy- 
gienic conditions such as these, 
there is no telling where it could all 
end. The patients are very suscepti- 
ble to infection, and the grossly un- 
sanitary situation is surely condu- 
cive to such infection.” 


One danger doctors at Wolfson 
pointed to were the hospital dishes. 
‘There was just no one to wash them. 
In fact, there was no one to prepare 
or heat up meals, though some vol- 
unteers were helping. Unwashed 
dishes were piled high on the hospi- 
tal trolleys. 

Nurses volunteered to do the 
most urgent kitchen clean-up, in ad- 
dition to their regular duties. But in 
the best of times they are overbur- 
dened, and they admitted to The 
Post that they were unable to do a 
thorough cleaning job, that they 
couldn't do it as frequently as was 
needed, and that they were anable 
to supervise genera! cleanliness. 

The stinking lavatories and bath- 
rooms were a more obvious danger. 
In the maternity ward their floors 
were littered with bloodied sanitary 
napkins. 

There was a shortage of clean lin- 
en, and bed-ridden and post-opera- 
tive patients continued to lie on 
sheets soiled by blood, puss and fe- 
ces. Nurses turned the sheets over, 
but said they didn't know what they 
would do if the situation continued 
for one more day. ‘ 

The luckier geriatric and immo- 
bile patients were attended by rela- 
tives who came in with with home- 
made food and clean bedclothes. 
But not all patients had such help 
and the nurses were unable to an- 
swer even pleas for bedpans. 

Less evident hitches were report- 
ed at the emergency ward, where 
the processing of patients was mark- 
edly slow without clerical staff. 
Even X-rays and various other diag- 
nostic tests had to be suspended, 
save for the most urgent cases, be= 
cause there were no employees to 
wheel stretchers. 

Hospital switchboards were para- 
lyzed by a walkout of operators. 

"One more day of this and the 
hospital might as well be closed 
down,” said a senior nurse in one of 
the internal medicine wards. “How 
can we be responsible for the wel- 
fare of sick people in such condi- 
tions of filth? People would be bet- 
ter off at home, even without 
professional care.”

Study favours 
‘user levies’ 
to combat 
health crisis

TEL AVIV — The biggest health 
problem today is lack of money and 
the best solution is to implement 
user fees and to place greater em- 
phasis on preventive medicine, say 
the authors of a new study on the 
public health system. 

The report, prepared for the Van 
Leer Institute and released yester- 
day, calls for charging NIS20 a day 
for each patient in a government 
hospital and NISS5 for each visit 
an out-patient clinic. : 

It also argues that preventive 
bealth measures, such as road safety 
campaigns and anti-drug pro- 
grammes, should receive higher pri- 
ority than hospitals because “these 
two fields are cheaper and more effi- 
cient than hospitalization,” accord- 
ing to Ariel Arieli, an economist 
and head of the study team. 

Arieli defended the controversial 
proposal for user fees by declaring 
that “there is no social justice in the 
health system now because there is 
no money to provide it.” 

Dr. Yaakov Adler, of Jerusa- 
lem’s Shaare Zedek hospital and.a 
co-author of the report, said that 
because the present system is free, 
people abuse it. 

He said that when out-patient 
clinics were closed because of 
strikes, many people with nothing 
more serious than a common cold 
had gone to hospital emergency 
rooms. He said that one person suf- 
fering from a cold waited five hours 
to be examined by a doctor at 
Shaare Zedek emergency, and then 
complained that he wasn’t provided 
with hinch. 

Dr. Adler said if people had to 
pay for their services, they would 
think twice about running to a doc- 
tor with only a minor ailment. 

The study, which took two years 
to complete, also calls for improving 
the administration of public health 
services by hiring professional man- 
agers instead of turning senior doc- 
tors into desk-bound officials.

Polish Jewish historian Artur - 


(Aharon) Eisenbach, professor 
emeritus of the Polish Academy of 
Sciences, yesterday received the Is- 
rael Jefroykin award for his book on

The award was presented at the 
opening session of the International 
Conference on the History and Cul- 
ture of Polish Jews at the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem. 

Bisenbach said, in Yiddish, that

As with the prophets, God was raging in his words, writes Samuel H. Dresner 


TEN DAYS before his death in December 1972. " 
Rabbi Abraham Joshua Heschel! taped a televi- 
sion interview for NBC and was asked by the 
interviewer at the close of the programme if he 
had a special message for young people. He nod- 
ded his head and seemed to turn to the future he 


in his words.” Indeed. after an encounter with 
him, it was not unusual for people to come away 
with the feeling that one of the prophets of Israel * 
had suddenly risen up before them. He wrote 
what he thought and lived what he wrote. To 
Heschel, wonder leads to piety, and piety to holy 
deeds; for without the deed, wonder and piety are 
incomplete. And the deed, he taught, is always 
possible because man is not alone; God is ever in 
search of him. 

“Emblazoned over the gates of the world in 
which we live is the escutcheon of the demons. 
The mark of Cain in the face of man has come to 
foreshadow the likeness of God.” So Heschel 
wrote while still living in Hitler's Germany. 


THE 19TH CENTURY saw the shaking of the 
foundations of faith in God. We who dwell in the 
20th century are experiencing the collapse of faith 
in the rival who was to replace Him: man. Poets 
applaud the absurd, novelists explore the deca- 
dent, and men prostrate themselves before the 
deities of lust and power. Our obsession is with 
buman flesh. 

Who will speak of those who do justice. love 
mercy, and walk humbly? At such a time we need 
nothing so much as to be reminded of the divine 
image in which we are framed, of man’s purpose 
on earth. I am aware of no writer who has done 
this more powerfully, more eloquently, and more 
convincingly than Heschel. 

He knew he was the descendant of a people 
who ever since Sinai was destined to “dwell 
apart” and whose vocation was to be a witness to 
the living God amidst all the idolatries of history.

Growth of the 
self-help group — 


PERHAPS it’s a recent divorce. Or a child in the 
family who needs major surgery. The burden 
seems too heavy to bear alone but who can best 
offer support? Relatives, friends, neighbours?- 
Professionals? There is another alternative — 
those familiar with the problem because they've 
faced it themselves. 3 

The National Self-Help Clearing Centre is 
making this alternative increasingly available. 
Jointly sponsored by the Ministry of Labour and 
Social Affairs and the Women's. League for Isra- 
el, the 18-month-old centre facilitates the forma- 
tion of self-help groups. Parents of learning-dis- 
abled children, widows, bereaved parents, 
former convicts, and single parents are among 
those who meet regularly in order to give each 
other practical and emotional support. 


Although most people don't know about them, 

says centre staff member Brian Auslander, some 
40 groups currently operate in Jerusalem alone. 
Some groups were started by persons facing diffi- 
culties and seeking support, some initiated by 
professionals and others are services provided by 
voluntary organizations. 
» “Because people in the group share a common 
problem, closeness tends to develop very quickly, 
even if ages range from one to 65, as in a multiple 
sclerosis group whose meeting I attended recent- 
fy," says Auslander. 


One characteristic of a peer group, he adds, is 
that members usually won't allow one person to 
monopolize the conversation. Those who are re- 
luctant to talk, on the other hand, can sit quietly 
until they feel comfortable in the group. “And it’s 
the group's responsibility to help and draw out 
such persons," says Chaim Jutkowitz, the centre’s 
director. 

In some particularly difficu): situations — for 
example, parents learning that their child has a 
serious disease — the centre organizes one-to-one 
help, in which one family that has experienced a 
similar crisis assists another. 


THOSE facing medical problems, such as kidney 
malfunction requiring dialysis, were among the 
first to realize that they could help each other 
cope on a day-to-day basis — ἃ service the medical 
establishment usually doesn’t provide. Some of 
the assistance such persons offer each other re- 
lates to “negotiating the system.” dealing with 
organizations like Kupat Holim and National In- 
surance, says Jutkowitz. 


Parallel to this grass-roots development, ex- 
plains Yehoshafat Harel. director of the Labour 
and Social Affairs Ministry's Research, Planning, 
and Training Division, is the government's grow- 
ing awareness that public welfare services cannot 
possibly meet all the population's needs, and that 
structures desigrfed to lessen the citizen’s depen- 
dence on these established professional services 
a needed.

THE CENTRE conducts self-help training pro- 
grammes for hospital nursing and social work 
staffs, social work schools, focal welfare bureaus, 
and other groups, and creates and distributes 
printed and audiovisual training material. After a 
training programme for Petah Tikva welfare ser- 
vice staff, different self-help groups were simulta- 
neously started in that city. . 


In addition to training and consultation, the 
centre provides a variety of services for both 
those seeking self-help groups and those ~ profés- 
sionals or lay persons -- who wish to form them. 
Through questionnaires sent to olim societies and 
other organizations, the centre is collecting infor- 
mation on existing self-help groups throighout 
the country. 

This growing body of data is fed into a comput- 
er, enabling the centre to quickly provide names 
of contact persons for various self-help groups. A 
national self-help directory is being prepared. 

Through newspaper notices and contacts with

ASPRIN FEVER has taken Ameri 
ca by storm, since a study published 
last week by the U_S. National Insti- 
tutes of Health and involving 22,000 
U.S. doctors found that heaithy men. 
who take an aspirin every two days 
“greatly reduce™ their chances of 


“petting a heart. attack. But Israeli. 


doctors warn that such a practice 
could be dangerous, and should nev- 
er be attempted without first con- 
sulting one’s physician. 

The study was published in the 
New England Journal of Medicine, 
and followed over a period of five 
years the health of this large group 
of American doctors, now aged 40 
to 84. Every one of them took a 350- 
mg. tablet of aspirin, provided by 
the Bristol-Myers drug company, or 
a harmless placebo every otker day. 
The researchers found that those 
who took the aspirin had 47 per cent 
fewer heart attacks than those who 
took the placebo. The chance of the 
“takers” getting all other kinds of 
cardiovascular diseases was 23 per 
cent lower than the chances of those 
who had not taken aspirin. 


Of the 11,000 doctors who took 
aspirin, only five had fatal heart at- 
tacks; another 99 had milder ones. 
Of those who took the placebo, 18 
had fatal cardiac infarctions, while 

171 had less severe attacks. 

But the local Heart-to-Heart or- 
ganization, which educates the pub- 
- lic to prevent heart disease, warns us 

not to take aspirin without consult- 
ing a doctor. it has been known for 
years that patients who have already 
had a heart attack reduce their 
chances of having another if they 
take aspirin regularly. 

At Tel Aviv's Ichilov Hospital, 
aspirin is regularly prescribed to pa- 
tients suffering from chest pains (an- 
gina pectoris) or for those who have 


undergone catheterization. Hadas-- 


sah-University Hospitals in Jerusa- 
tem have. been giving aspirin for the 
last six years to heart attack pa- 
tients. 

The American Society of Cardiol- 
ogists issued the same caveat about 
taking aspitin without consulting a 
doctor. 

Prof. Eliezer Rachmilevich at Ha- 
dassah stressed that healthy men 
around the age of 40 would have the 
most to gain from aspirin (if pre- 
scribed by their physicians) because 
at that age, career and family stress- 
es tend to be greatest. But for youn- 
ger people, he recommends that in- 
stead of aspirin they quit smoking,

That's nonsense according to 
most psychologists, some of whom 
purvey their own self-help thera- 
pies. 

__ Even the American Psychological 

Association (APA)-has entered the 
marketplace with untested audio- 
tapes, according to Dr. Gerald Ro- 
sen, a psychologist who chaired an 
APA task force on ethical issues in 
the self-help field. 

“In a certain way, some people 
may be helped by the positive sug- 
gestions in (self-help devices), but 
the actual results are far less than 
the claims," Rosen said.

After a three-day course at the 
Ethical Hypnosis Training Centre of 
South Orange, New Jersey, Koni- 
cov was so confident in his hypnotic 
spell that he branded each of his 
tapes with the warning: “Do not 
play the self-hypnosis side of this 
tape while driving an automobile.” 

The cassettes’ flip side are la- 
belled “subliminal persuasion,” che 
theory that hidden messages can 
persuade or manipulate the recipi- 
ent of the message. 

“Made inaudible by a blend 
music and crashing waves, I 
cov's hidden messages are designed 
to penetrate the listener's subcon- 
scious. 2

Many were allowed back 
on the market with more realistic 
claims. 

Tapes and self-help books with 
very specific medical or psychologi- 
cal treatment claims “may be sub- 
ject to the same liabilities as a pill,” 
said Rosen, a professor at the Uni- 
versity of Washington medical 
school.

CONTRARY TO the existing 
myth. shaving or cutting hair has no 
impact on how fast it grows, says 
“Dr. Uzi Ritte of the genetics depart- 
ment of the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem. In an articlé in the latest 
issue of the science journal for 
youth, Lada’at, Dr. Ritte says that 
difference in hair growth between 
men and women, people of various 
ages and races, derives froma heredi- 
tary and hormonal factors as well as 
environmental factors like nutrition. 

He also explains why head hair 
grows much faster than eyelash or 
underarni hair, for example. This is 
determined by the length of the 
stage called anagen. during which 
hair grows, This stage is followed by 
the catagen, the rest petiod during 
which hair ceases to grow. Next is 
the telogen, in which the hair cells 
die. This, cycle’ repeats itself over 
and over, and the dead hair cells 
cause the hair shaft to fall out. In 
some cases, a new hair appears from 
a follicle nearby. 

Eyelash or body hair has a shorter 
anagen cycle, while head hair has a 
longer one. In mammals, the cycle is 
uniform for hairs all over the body; 
only in humans can one type of hair 
be in the anagen stage. and another 
type in the catagen or telogen 
stages. ν

tors from Norfolk, Virginia are 
making an intensive, three-week 
stay at the Ramallah government 
hospital.

/Paz sale a boost to privatization

The agreement to sell Paz Oil 
Co., the huge conglomerate that 
controls 45 per cent of the Israeli of 
market, has provided a considerable 
boost to the government's privatiza- 
tion programme, which until yester- 
day, had been largely fruitless. 

Finance Minister Moshe Nissim, 
clearly pleased with the achieve- 
ment, described yesterday as “a 
very important day for the Israeli 
economy.” He noted the decision to 
sell Paz to Jack Lieberman's Austra- 
lian investment group was taken in 
consultation with First Boston, 
which serves ἃς the government's 
adviser on privatization matters. 
The New York investment bank, 
Nissim said, had assured the Trea- 
sury that the deal was a sound one. 

The government had initially tak- 
en a decision to sell its 75 per cent 
stake in Paz over four years ago, but 
Serious negotiations with potential 


buyers only began last year. The 
original list of 12 contenders was 2 
few months ago narrowed down to 
three — one foreign and two Isracli 
bidders. Among the Israeli bidders’ 
was Gad Ze’evi's group, which hap- 
pens to own the remaining 25 ‘per 
cent of Paz. 

Lieberman, who apparently made 
the best offer, heads the Australian 
JGL investment group, whose wide 
range of international interests in- 
cludes real estate, food and textiles. 
Following the signing of the agree- 
ment yesterday, Lieberman said: 
“We see this as the first in a series of 
investments in Israel.” 

According to Ze’ev Refuah, head 
of the Government Corporations 
Authority, a key obstacle in selling 
Paz, which has always been a profit- 
able company, was the uncertainty 

ing the future of the Israeli 
energy market. The Energy Minis- 
try’s deregulation programme has 
suffered many delays in implemen- 


tation, the’result of fierce opposition 
from the country’s powerful oil 
cartel. 

Refuah yesterday firmly rejected 
the recommendations of the latest 
state comptrollers’ report which said 
Paz should not be transferred to pri- 
vate hands for reason of state securi- 


T Retuah told The Jerusalem Post 
that negotiations had almost broken 
down yesterday, minutes before the 
‘final agreement was to be signed. 
He said Lieberman was aware of all 
the details of the deregulation pro- 
gramme and had even met with the 
Energy Minister Moshe Shahal yes- 
terday. Lieberman had commited 
himself to going ahead with the pur- 
chase of Paz, Refuah said, regard- 
less of whether or not the energy 
reforms were finally implemented. 
Refuah refused to elaborate, how- 
ever, on any of the other terms in- 
cluded in the 50-page-long contract 
signed yesterday. 


Treasury officials admitted they 
had been extremely concerned that 
the explosion ia several Paz stations 
in Haifa last week, which resulted in 
many injuries, might jeopardize the 
sale of the company. 

Refuah was confident the sale of 
Paz would improve the prospects of 
privatizing other government com- 
panies. But he said potential inves- 
tors in other companies would un- 
doubtedly be keeping a close eye on 
developments at Paz, in particular, 
the direction the company’s earn- 
ings take. ; 

The next priority on the govern- 
ment's privatization list, Refuah 
said, was Bezek, whose shares, 
would be sold on the stock market 
rather than to a private investor. 
First Boston and Shearson Lehman.

government companies in April.

Israel's foreign currency reserves 
fell by $198 million last month to 
$5.131 billion, the Bank of Israel 
announced yesterday. 

But the large drop in the reserves 
does not signal a worsening of the 
country’s economic condition, or a 
renewal of devaluation expectations, 
central bank and Treasury officials 
said. They added the reserves had 
increased beyond desirable levels in 
1987 and forecast further declines 
the next several months. 

The officials added that during 
January there had been a large re- 
payment of government debt. In ad- 
dition, the rise in the value of the 
dolar bad caused a further drop in 
the dollar value of the reserves. The 
Bank of Israe? apparently increased 
the share of European currencies in 
its reserves’ holdings. 

According to the Bank of Israel, 2 
third reason for the drop in the re- 
serves was the deficit in the balance 
of payments, which forced the pri- 
vate sector to purchase foreign cur- 
rency to pay for its net imports. 

’ In a related development, the 
Treasury reported yesterday it had 
absorbed NIS 62 million from the 
public during Janaury. The Finance 
Ministry said its surplus of revenue 
over expenditure was NIS 98m., 
which was offset by a injection of 
NIS 36m. into the capital market.

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The real alternative 


BUT what is the alternative ? That is the question, partly 
rhetorical. which supporters of Yitzhak Rabin’s policy in the 
territories hurl at critics of that policy. They do so, of course, 
in the certain knowledge that hardly anyone among the critics 
ill suggest unconditional withdrawal from the occupied terri- 
tories as the way out of the morass of what mostly goes by the 
euphemism, “situation.” ' 

True. it is a 20-year-old illusion that has produced the 
“situation”: the illusion that Israel can settle its conflict with 
the Palestinians by more or less dictating its own terms to the 

rubs. The arrogance of power underlying that widespread 
belief has by now been fairly discredited. But to cut and run in 
the expectation that the Palestinians left behind will appreciate 
the gesture. is the counsel of merely another, and no less 
pernicious, illusion. 

So what is to be done? Clubbing stone-throwing rioters, 
even to the point of breaking their bones, is calculated to set 
Israel's fastest friends abroad against this country; especially 
when it is administered indiscriminately, as some of the pic- 
tures broadcast around the world indicate it sometimes is. Yet 
it is plainly a more humane method of trying to keep law and 
order —a belligerent occupier's first obligation, under the law -- 
than shooting and killing. 

Which does not mean that it is sound policy to be teased into 
violently reacting to every Palestinian provocation, and to 
offer the insolent provocateurs, children mostly, an added 
incentive to escalate their globally-televised war of nerves with 
the Israel Defence Forces. 

Admittedly, the government is duty bound to take every 
reasonable measure in order to prevent, and if it cannot 
prevent. punish. acts of violence, however unorganized, like 
that which led to the vicious petrol-bomb attack on Beit El 
settler Dov Kalmanovitch on Sunday. So long as the Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza settlements remain where they are, their 
residents have a claim on the protection of the country that has 
not only allowed but actively encouraged them to settle right 
ong the occupied Arabs. 

The defence of Israel, and of its citizens in all areas under 
Israel control, does not. however. necessarily require an Israe- 
li miliary presence in every Palestinian nook and cranay. 
Highways running through the territories must not be allowed 
to be blocked, but if Gaza merchants wish to close their shops 
down. even in response to orders from the local shabiba, there 
is no reason why they should be forced to open them up. Let 
them stew in their own juice, was Moshe Dayan's memorable 
advice. ' : 

The reason given for the constant intrusion of Israeli arms is 
ikat a ruler must rule and show that he rules. Moreover, this 
alone can prevent the territories from falling willy nilly into the 
hands of the PLO, thus putting in jeopardy any chance of a 
negotiated peace. But the proof of the pudding is in the eating. 
And the fact is that Israel’s ubiquitous and violent military 
presence. though in response to violent Palestinian riots, has 
itself helped turn even formerly peaceful Arab towns into 
hotbeds of nationalist extremism. 

The assumption that the relentless application of force will 
make the Palestinians choose reason and moderation, has 
flunked the test. 

In the final analysis. no method of riot-control that a demo- 
cratic Israel can afford to apply will have any Jlasting effect 
unless and until it is linked inextricably to a bold initiative for 
ridding this country of its Palestinian incubus, and achieving a 
genuinely negotiated peace. That, and nothing else, is the real 
alternative. ‘ 


The other battle 


MOSTLY hidden away these days, the little wars over the 
meaning of the concept, the Jewish state, continue to be 
waged. unaffected by the goings-on in the territories. 


First comes the famous issue of Who's a Jew. Despite the . 


ruling of the High Court of Justice in the landmark case of 
Shoshana Miller, the Interior Ministry, now a bastion of the 


Orthodox rabbi should not, on immigrating to Israel, be 
recognized as a Jew; and should not be so registered. Its defeat 
in the Miller case has only encouraged the ministry to try 
again. in the case of three other non-Orthodox converts, one 
from the U.S. and two others, a couple, from, Brazil.

or so it seemed. Questioned by the court, the director of the 
ministry's population registry undertook to have the three 
properly registered within twa weeks. This was good news, 
even though it was not clear why the registration could not be 
effected in a day. But not until this particular registration 
actually goes through, will the country know, whether the 
ministry will indeed abide by the law, whether it will accept the 
High Court, not the Chief Rabbinate, as the highest authority 
on the right meaning of state law. Even where Halacha has a 
legitimate but opposing view of its own. : 

On Sunday, too. the former interior minister, now minister 
without portfolio, Shas’s Rabbi Yitzhak Peretz, won a week's 
delay on the expected endorsement by the cabinet of a Shab- 
bat observance bill drafted by Labour's Moshe Sbahal and the 
NRP's Zevulun Hammer. The purpose of the bill is to over- 
turn Judge Ayala Procaccia’s revolutionary decision last No- 
vember which struck down a Jerusalem by-law forbidding the 
screening of movies on Shabbat, and on the face of it it should 
gladden Rabbi Peretz’s heart. 

But it does not. For while expressly enabling municipalities 
to ban Shabbat movies. the Shahal-Peretz bill will not force 
them to do so, and it will even permit them to designate parts 
of a town in which the ban generally applies as suitable for film 
scréening on Shabbat. Anxious to enforce Halacha every- 
where. Rabbi Peretz apparently still hopes to persuade the 
cabinet that no Jew should be allowed to watch a movie on 
Shabbat in a Jewish town. 

It is to be hoped that he will not have his way on this, nor on 
Mr. Shahal’s other proposal, also put off by the cabinet at 
Rabbi Peretz’s behest, for'an extended, 5-month-long sum- 
mer-time clock.

A history lesson fo 


the nation’s leaders 


THE FRENCH historian Fernand 
Braudel distinguished between “hu- 
man time™ dominated by current 
events and longer-range ‘social 
time™ in which societies and states 
evolve. To evaluate situations cor- 
rectly and intervene effectively in 
them, social] time frames are essen- 
tial: governments must “think-in- 
history.” 

When dealing with Israeli issues, 
a historical perspective is needed ali 
the more — because of the nature of 
Zionism as an ambitious attempt to 
change Jewish and Middie Eastem 
history by re-establishing a Jewish 
state. This venture can be under- 
stood, evaluated and advanced only 
by thinking-in-history. 

But, as a matter of fact, public 
opinion and governmental action 
are dominated by current events and 
operate within narrow human time 
brackets. For example, many Israe- 
lis were surprised by the massive 
civil resistance in the Gaza Strip and 
the West Bank. Any comparative 
and historical study of large ethnic 
groups under foreign occupation 
shows that growing resistance is 
nearly unavoidable -- economic 
prosperity notwithstanding. 

Escalating resistance is especially 
likely when a new generation 
reaches maturity, and can easily 
take the form of massive disobedi- 
ence, civil resistance etc. Therefore, 
Israelis’ surprise at changes in the 
behaviour of the Arab populations 
stems from a lack of historic 
perspective. 

Similarly lacking in thinking-in- 
history are most political solutions 
offered by Israeli parties and by 
well-meaning friendly countries. In 
the long run, the stability of the 
Kingdom of Jordan and its dynasty 
is very doubtful. Even less viable in 
social time is Arab autonomy in the 
territories, Therefore, an agreement 
with the Palestinians on setting up a 
state in Jordan and compromising 
with them on Judea, Samaria and 
the Gaza Strip may well be the most 
stable solution. 


ASSUMING THAT a comprehen- 
sive peace settlement is reached,

thinking-in-history casts doubts on 
its stability. Modernization process- 
es in traditional societies, combined 
with unique cultural features of the 
region, assure an extended period of 
turmoil, instability and violence. 

Some of this violence will be di- 
rected against Israel, viewed as a 
foreign implant. Therefore, Israel 
must gamble with history by select- 
ing a grand-strategy which decreases 
the probability of massive viotence 
being directed against it, while at 
the same time enabling it to success- 
fully overcome such violence if nev- 
ertheless total war should break out. 
But deciding on such an unavoid- 
able policy-gamble under the impact 
of current events rather than think- 
ing-in-history is a prescription for 
failure. 

Taking into account long-range 
changes in warfare and the emer- 
gence of “deep battle fields.” Israeli 
freedom of military movement in 
nearly all the territories is probably 
essential for security in the long run, 
including deterrence which stabi- 
lizes peace agreements. 

But this long-range military requi- 
site must be met without including 
within Israel a large Palestinian pop- 
ulation which, within ἃ social time 
perspective, cannot but produce in- 
creasingly explosive eruptions. 
Thinking-in-history thus rejects 
both “hawkish” and “dovish” Israe- 
li pet solutions as shallow and past- 


produced rather than future- 
oriented. 

A historical perspective also 

sheds quite a different light on cur- 
rent Israeli behaviour in the territo- 
ries. State building unavoidably in- 
volves the periodic use of violence 
and the subordination of individual 
morality to raison d'etat. 
. Indeed, however regretful from 
an ethical point of view, ruthlessness 
is essential in state building. There- 
fore, whether one agrees or dis- 
agrees with the steps taken by Israel 
to restore order in the territories. 
the correct criterion for evaluation is 
utilitarian and not moral, given the 
absence of atrocities which cannot 
be condoned by any doctrine of 
State necessity. 

Some state leaders condemn Isra- 
el, either because this suits their in- 
terests or because they oppose some 
of the inapt techniques used by Isra- 
el and the superfluous Israeli decla- 
rations on what other states do qui- 
etly. But they know that the 
selective use of force is necessary for 
state building. They use violence 
themselves in the pursuit of-national 
jnterests. ᾽ . 

Quite different is the outcry of 
some Jewish leaders in the U.S. 
Lacking historical understanding of 
the realities of state building, they 
apply moral standards to events in 
Israe! which, valid in the pure world 
of values, cannot serve as categori- 
cal imperatives for policies aiming at 
the Jewish state's survival. Moral 
judgment untempered by under- 
standing of the needs of state build- 
ing is a misleading yardstick for un- 
derstanding and evaluating Israeli 
policies. 

The Jewish people lack a state 
tradition. Some historians see this as 
quite a handicap in building the 
State of Israel. Deliberate efforts to 
think-in-history when evaluating sit- 
uations and designing policies are 
therefore all the more essential, to 
compensate for the lack of highly 
developed state-instincts.

An Open Letter written 
‘without any illusions’ 


I AM addressing this letter to the 
people of Israel directly, not out of 
the presumption that. as president 
of the American Jewish Committee, 
Thave any special standing with you, 


but because American Jewry -- at' 


least that portion on whose behalf I 
am empowered to speak — feels an 
intense and personal affinity for you 
and, at a critical time such as this, 
we ought to be direct and precise in 
what we say to one another. 

My organization, and many other 
American Jewish organizations, 
communicate directly with your 
government, both publicly and pri- 
vately, and we will continue to do 
so. But it is, I think, important for 
you to know what our organization 
feels and believes about the current 
situation, for not only are we impor- 
tant to one another, we are, in dif- 
ferent ways dependent on one an- 
other. Two intensely democratic 
communities -- in that respect, major 
Jewish communities, which are also 
linked as much by our values as by 
our common history. 

You should know, first and most 
importantly, that the events of the 

six weeks have not divided us.* 
We stand with you, profoundly sym- 
pathetic to the dilemma which you 
and your government face in con- 
fronting the upsurge of violence in 
the territories. 

‘We know that Israel never sought 
to be an occupier, that the main- 
stream of Zionism always sought co- 
operation and coexistence, that at 
every painful juncture of choice, the 
Jewish leadership in Mandatory Pal- 
estine and the State of Israel recog- 
nized and accepted Palestinian Arab 
rights and presence. From the Peel 
Commission in 1937 to the UN Par- 
tition Plan in 1947; from Israel's of- 
fer to repatriate 100,000 Palestinian 
refugees after the War of Indepen- 
dence to her plea to King Hussein 
not to join Egypt and Syria in the 
1967 war; from the offer of “territo- 
ry for peace” after that war to the 
Arab League's declaration at Khar- 
toum — no recognition. no negotia- 
tion, no peate with Israel -- to the 
extraordinary sacrifices you made in 
securing peace with Egypt. Israel's 
record of seeking peace is extraordi- 
nary and we have presented it with 
pride to our fellow Americans. 

We know, as well, that the cur- 
rent manifestations in the territo- 
ries, as much as they are expressions 
of despair, anger and frustration. 
are not benign. The words that ac- 
company the stones, Molotov cock- 
tails and knives bear the same intol- 
érance and hatred that has brought 
the Arabs to wage war and terrorism 
on you. We understand that you 
regard this new cycle of violence as 
an attack on Israel's national securi- 
ty and that these attacks must be 
stopped — that tranquillity and civil 
order must be restored. Indeed, 
most Americans, both in govern- 
ment and influential circles, have 
understood this and been genuinely 
sympathetic to Israel's dilemma. 


THE IMAGES projected from Isra- 
el have been harsh. Because we 
identify so closely with you, it has 


- been hard for many American Jews 


to accept that Israel must sometimes

confront rocks and firebombs with 
lethal fire or. paradoxically, even 
worse, employ the butt end of the 
rifle. We do not expect you to be 
nice so as to satisfy some of our 
illusions about Israel, but we do ex- 
pect a certain level of decency from 
a country with whose fortunes we 
are so intertwined. But there are 
some forms of force intrinsically in- 
tolerable and unacceptable in the 
kind of humane society Israel has 
always sought to be. 

We trust that the excesses are now 
behind us, but we have no illusions 
about what now lies before you. 
What the Palestinians have done — 
the power they have now discovered 
to disrupt - should hardly increase 
your confidence (or ours) in the fact 
that they are not ready to embrace 
peaceful co-existence with Israel. 
Yet we ‘can hope that the Palestin- 
ians have at last found their own 
voice, even if the best they can do 
now is mimic the sterile, uncompro- 
mising fulminations of’the PLO. 

We may hope that they have, by 
these violent expressions of self-as- 
sertion, begun to separate them- 


‘selves from the Arab mythology of 


their perpetual martyrdom. We can 
hope that out of this raw and bitter 
confrontation they will discover that 
they can and must take responsibil- 
ity for themselves, acknowledging 
finally that the Arab states have 
been cynically manipulating them 
for their own purposes and have be- 
trayed them. We can hope that they 
will seek to translate their now-ex- 
plosive energies into coherent politi- 
cal goals, realistic demands which 
Israel has always proclaimed its 
readiness to negotiate. 

Will the Palestinians draw these 
lessons? I don’t know. But that, of 
course, is only half of the equation. 
How will these events - perhaps 
these new realities — be interpreted 
by you. the people of Israel? How 
will they affect the engraved posi- 
tions, the paralysed peace 
proposals? 

The answer to these questions are 
no more apparent to me than those I

It depends on you: hence, this 
open letter. . 

As you begin this national exami- 
nation and quest for answers, you 
should know that we continue to 
interpret your agony and dilemma 
to our community. to the mass me- 
dia, to our elected government offi- 
cials, in the most effective and sym- 
pathetic manner we can. But, in 
turn, our ability to do this will de- 
pend on the vigour and dedication 
with which you approach the hard 
questions of how Israel and its peo- 
ple will relate to the three-quarters- 
of-a-million Arabs who are your co- 
equals as citizens of Israel, and the 
1.4 million whose fate is so intimate- 
ly tied to yours.

Sir, - Lam glad that David Krivine 
in this article of January 26, cor- 
rected one of the misapprehensions 
to which even such a well-informed 
person as Jean-Jacques Servan- 
Schreiber fell a victim. 

Krivine rightly pointed out that it 
is not only the long-range missiles 
that concern us. In addition, we must 
not forget the Katyushas, the hang- 
gliders and the small-scale incur- 
sions. All these can only come from 
close proximity. . 

Another misapprehension is 
shared by many well-meaning in- 
formed people namely that occupa- 
tion of foreign territory brutalizes 
the occupiers. For many genera- 
tions, Great Britain occupied India 
and other colonies and that was the 
period of Great Britain's liberal de- 
velopment and cultural prosperity. 
It was the same with Holland, 
France, Germany and perhaps 


World War Π. did (sometimes under 
orders and sometimes off my own 
bat) things that I would consider 
more reprehensible in civilian life. 
This must have been the experience 
of most of those who took part in 
wars. So far, nobody has accused me 
of having been brutalized. 

What does brutalize people is 
their economic situation, unemploy- 
ment, etc. Are the Mafia and the 
gangsters the world over created 
because they served in occupied ter- 
ritories? 

This does not mean that I wish we 
would stay in the West Bank or 
Gaza. Of course, we must leave, but 
on acceptable terms and with proper 
safeguards. The German military re- 
occupation of the Rhineland after 
World War I and annexation of 
Sudetenland before World War εἴ 
should be well remembered.

of Israel and Diaspora Jews under- 
stand that the Arab residents have 
only one expectation, a longstand- 
ing expectation that hasn't changed 
at all, and that is the destruction of 
Israel.”

buses overnight Sunday. Bus drivers 
were apparently deterred by the ar- 
son from taking workers to their 
jobs.
